THE INDIANS OF ARIZONA - INDIAN 
TASTES— THE CIVILIZED PIMAS 
AND PAPAGOS, AND THE 
BARBAROUS APACHES. 

The following detail of interesting, and, to 
us, novel, facts and characteristics in refer- 
ence to the Indians of Arizona Territory have 
bjen gathered from the entertaining verbal 
report o< a General officer lately serving in 
that quarter : 

Nearly all the wild Indians of the Western 
plains are excessively fond of dog meat. 
When they desire to do their friends or 'dis- 
inguished strangers,' white or red, particular 
honor, they prepare and inv ite them to a 
grand "dog feast," a meal in which the flesh 
ol the canine quadruped is served up in every 
style known to the Indian misine. The 
Apaches, however, who dill'er from all other 
Indians in being the most cruel, treacherous, 
and blood-thirsty, also differ from them in 
placing mule merit first on their list of prime 
delicacies. They will go further, and fight 
harder, to steal or capture a 'good, fat mule,- 
than for anything else in the world. If a 
band of them steal your mule— they always 
kill you at the same time if they can — they 
at onco hurry off to the nearest fitting 
place to camp, and cook and eat him as 
quickly as possible, for fear some r.nlucky 
chance may happen to deprive them of the 
delicious 'treat.' 

-In the Western and most fertile regions o, 
Arizona dwell two tribes of Indians — the 
Pimasam! Papagos — names rarely seen in the 
newspapers because they are lovers of peace 
and are friendly to the whites — who may be 
said to be quite, if not rather more than, semi- 
civilized. They — or many of them — live in 
houses, stay at home, and industriously woik 
their farms. They always dress decently, 
and practice many of the arts of civilization. 
The Apaches and Comanches stand in great 
dread of them, never, of late years, attempt- 
ing to rob them or interfere with them in 
any way, the Pimas and l'apagos having in- 
variably 'thrashed out' both of them when- 
ever they have given them just cause for 
war . 

The Pimas and Papagos live in one of the 
finest agricultural regions perhaps in the 
world, where they glow immense quantities 
of wheat and other cereals, by mjansofa 
cheap but most efficient system of irrigilion 
taught them long ago by the Roman Catholic 
priests of the famous "Missions ' established 
thero soon alter the advent of (Jorlez and the 
Spanish 'conquistadorcs' into Mexico, three 
hundred years ago. The l'apagos are, rf any 
difference, somewhat more civilized, wealthy 
and prosperous than their neighbors, the Pi- 
nns — the difference being caused probably by 
the fact that the l'apagos have the best Country • 
that is, they have a more generous soil, larger 
and richer valleys and more ol them, where they 
grow wheat and other breadstuff's in quanti- 
ties, that, not only suffice for their own abun 
dant sustenance, but give them a large sur- 
plus to be used for purposes of barter or ex- 
pirt, and to leed, and otherwise assist their 
neighbors in case of "short crops," and to ac- 
commodate trains of emigrants and troops 
passing through their country to and from 
California, Xew Mexico, and Sonora. The 
Punas are also devoted to agriculture, and 
grow large crops of grain and other products 
adapted to the soil and climate of that fair, 
delightsome land. There is little doubt, that 
these two confessedly superior tribes of Ari- 
zona Indians — superior in physique, as well as 
in mind and morale, — if kindly fostered and 
properly assisted by the gradual introduction 
of schools, manufactures, and other appliances 
of modern progress, might be speedily ele- 
vat-'d to a degree of civilization never yet at- 
tained by any large bodies of North Ameri 
can Indians. The entire absence ot the 
nomadic spirit, with other highly favorable 
characteristics and surroundings, leaves them 
fit subjects for truly philanthropic experi 
ment. 

The Apaches, we learn from the same wel 
informed source, have no chiefs, properly 
speaking ; that is, no war-chiefs. Their 
headmen are generally superanuated "braves,'' 
who never leave their village camps in their 
mountain fastnesses, and exercise only a sort 
of civil or police authority, such as adminis- 
terin" a rude kind of justice, and superintend 
jng the distribution of the "spoils" brought in 
by the young braves from their perennial 
theiving raids and expeditions. For, your nui 
sances, named Apachesand Comanches. are the 
true "Arabs," for excellence, of the Western 
plains ; only, they are lar more cruel and 



bloody-minded than their Asian prototypes. 
In their roving, predatory habits, they are the 
true, lineal, incorrigible descendants of lsh- 
mael ; their hands being against every man's 
and every man's hand against theirs. The 
Apaches in their csaseless plundering excur- 
sions latterly, rarely go in larger bodies than 
from twenty to thirty or forty — in fact, gen- 
erally in small squads. This, coupled with 
the other fact of their never having any re- 
cognized military commander, n nders them 
comparatively feeble in their operations, 
whether of massacre or plunder, though they 
never fail to combine the two when at all 
convenient. With a strict, or even partial 
military organization of all their fighting 
men, they might add a hundred fold to the 
many robberies and horrid butcheries they 
are constantly perpetrating in . Arizona 
Sonora, and New Mexico. 

Speaking of using friendly Indians as allies 
in the operations of our troops against those 

who are hostile, General states, from 

actual experiment, that they are almost totally 
unreliable and inefficient, not from a want o 
'pluck,' or skill in the use of weapons — by 
the way, nearly all the Indians of the West 
are as well armed as the whites — but sim- 
ply, on account of their excessive superstition, 
and the countless "signs" and omens taught 
them by their prophets and 'medicine men,' 
which they dare not disregard. In the midS( 
of a campaign, often at the critical moment 
when success, and even safetv, depend upon 
their full co-operation, some one or other ol 
their innumerable "signs" or omens will be 
sure to be seen by them, which will at once 
cause them to turn right around and go back 
to camp in spile of all protests and remon- 
strance and even threats. In fact, they would 
sulfer martyrdom before they would disobey 
one of their countless " signs," such as the 
croak of a raven, the flying of a buzzard 
across the line of march, the hooting of , n 
owl, and the like — so ingrained into the very 
fibre of their natures, are the superstitions 
which enslave them .

He thinks they ought to wait patiently until 
the returning good sense of the Northern peo- 
ple brings about • reversal of the more obnox- 
ious features in recent Congressional legisla- 
tion. He disavows most stronglv anything 
like 

A REVIVAL OF ARMED RESISTANCE. 

There was one part of his Atlanta speech 
which was not reported, liefore saying that 
he did not accept tho situation. Mr. Davis 
nsked any Northern reporters who might be 
present to tike particular notice of his words, 
and he then said that be did not desire to be 
understood as advising anything like disloyalty 
to the Government. 

And, the reporters took very particular 
pains not "to noticj his words ;" very partic 
aiar pains to make it appear that he did 
counsel the Southern people n;t "to tolerate 
or accept the situation.'' Hence, all the 
aenseless 'hullabaloo - ' because Mr. Davis 
dared to open his mou;h at all. If he were 
to get up and repeat before a Southern audi- 
ence the Lord's Prayer, or the Apostles' 
Creed, or tho prayer for the Prosidcnt of the 
United States, confining himself strictly to 
the language cf tho prayer hook, the 'North- 
ern reporters" would at once herald it forth, 
and swear to it too, that he was "stirring up 
rebellion,' 'firing the Southern heart, 1 or 
something of that sickening sort. 

8£jrArson--open and avowed incendiarism

All the voters in our Democratic 
counties are disfranchised. The Sjuthcan do 
nothing towards removing this tyrannical 
oppression. The President and his sattel- 
lites are determined to hold the Government 
at all hazards ; hence the 'Bayonet' and Force 
or 'Ku-Klux bills.' 

"Our intensely Radical Legislature appro- 
priated $G00 000 for tho Governor to have at 
his command, and it must be for the pur- 
pose ofcontroling the elections.

THE BLACK CONVENTION- 

A "Southern States Colored Convention'' is 
summoned to meet in Columbia, S. C, Octo- 
ber 18, 1871. It is called in pursuance of a 
recommendation of the "colored convention'' 
of Georgia last February, and its avowed ob- 
ject is to establish a "more thorough union o' 
effort faction and organization" among the 
class interested throughout tho Southern 
Stales. Among the numerous signers to the 
call it is curious to remark two Lieutenant 
Governors, two Secretaries of State, and a 
largo number of "Hons.," the latter title 
standing for members of Congress and of 
Legislatures, while all the rest of the names 
are flourished oil' with "Esq."— striking proof s 
of the rapidity with which^thc negroes are 
climbing into olfices of trust and nominal di - 
tinction, and of the new social slatus that 
they are taking for themselves. The Colum- 
bia (S. C) Union (Radical) throws cold water 
on the proposed convention. That paper 
says : 

"Whether it be a labor convention or a 
political gathering,, we are left to conjecture 
by examining the names attached. Wc are no 
great believer in conventions, particularly of a 
political character; for general observation 
leads us to believe that no great good is 
achieved from the long-winded discussions of 
those who take this means to thrust themselves 
into prominence. It is not conventions lhat 
arc needed so much as quiet. The political 
cauldron is kept boiling the whole time by 
disaffected men of both races, who take upon 
themselves the welfare and keeping of the rest 
of the people. If there is any section of the 
country where conventions are out of place it 
is in the South." 

JQf The editor of the Louisville Commer- 
cial must bo highly imaginative, not to say- 
visionary and romantic. Like Gen. .Harlan 
at Louisa, possibly be too sees things "through 
a glass darkly — a glass that has no lens to 
speak of, but lends enchantment." Certainly, 
he would make a most successful writer of 
fiction, and not half try. He professes to see 
in the Yeoman of the 17th inst., something 
which strikes him as an " excruciatingly ago- 
nizing wail of fear over the Democratic pros 
pects in the coming election." So far Irom 
there bein^ anything of the kind in that, or 
any other number of the Yeoman, that could 
be so construed, lhat particular issue is filled 
with words and intelligence ol cheering im- 
port and brightening prospects to the Democ 
racy all over the State.

RODMAN AT HOPKINSVILLE- BRILLIANT 
OPENING OF HIS CAMPAIGN. 

Attorney General Rodman and his com- 
petitor, Mr. Brown, opened their canvass for 
the office now held by the former, at llop- 
kinsville on the 14th inst., in a debate of some 
four hours' duration. Judging by the very 
full, and doubtless accurate phonographic re- 
port of the discussion, which we find in the 
Louisville Ledger of the 17th, Col. Rodman, 
as might havo been predicted, gained a com- 
plete victory, not only in the argemeni, but 
also in the enthusiasm he inspired, the ap- 
plauso elicited, and the "rousing effect" pro- 
duced on the audience. Mr. Brown, how- 
ever, is an able and practiced speaker, and 
undoubtedly makes the most and the best 
out of the cause entrusted to his champion- 
ship. Like their gubernatorial colleagues, 
these gentlemen havo commenced their can- 
vass in the best possible spirit of courtesy and 
a total absence of personalities, which we 
trust will be maintained in every part of tho 
field lo the end of the campaign. 

Col. Rodman, we are pleased to see, is 
thoroughly 'posted' on all the questions of 
the day, and, armed at all points with a 
cunplete panoply of Democracy, and ener- 
gized by a contagious spirit of ever burning 
patriotism, be would, we think, be more than 
a match for even an abler man than Mr. 

Take, for example, the following 
passages from his opening speech at Hopkins- 
rillc as an illustration of his happy method 
ol dealing with the issues of the day :

11 19 charged by the Radical party that the 
Legislature failed to pass any act to punish the 
Ku-KlUX. We have plenty of laws uo-.v, gen- 
tlemen, to punish them. Find the criminal, 
and you will find plenty of laws to punish 
him. Oor laws are amply sufficient j you can- 
not conceive of a single crime that thej don't 
reach. And until these gentlemen can show- 
thai we are responsible for these outrages they 
have no right tochaige us in this way. There 
was a lime when Ku-Klnxism was rue iu the 
land. When Sherman in his raid through 
South Carolina destroyed tor miles and miles 
every bouse and other sign of civilization, 
leaving behind him only the blackness of de- 
spair. Go from Louisville to Lexington, and 
you will liud the road white with the tomb- 
stones of men who w.erc in the Confederate 
. army, and others who nevcrhad any connection 
with It, shot to death — for what ? To appease 
the insatiate longing for blood of the Chief of 
Ku-Klux ill Kentucky. There they liens evi- 
dtnc.s of the fact tb it the rules of war may tie 
violated with impunity. You may then re- 
member Iwenty-odd men who were shot tor 
the alleged crimes of other men ; prisoners ol 
waror civilians ai rested without warrant; there 
their bodies lie, now mute but incontrovertible 
witnesses of a reign of Ku-Kluxism under 
other tliuu a Democratic Slate policy. • 

THE NEOROES AND THE SCHOOLS. 

The Radical platform takes us to task for the 
fact that ihc Legislature of Kentucky has failed 
lo provide any means for the education of the 
negro children of the Slate. In order that I 
may stale Iheir point Correctly, I will read the 
section : 

"6. It failed to perform ihc high and solemn 
duty of a Government in noi making adequ >te 
provision tor the education of all Ihc children 
of the State. " 

Now, (Jen. Harlan admitted in bis Frankfort

laid it down as a principle of justice and 
: equity that the negro children of (he State 
i were as much entitled to an education at the 
expense of the State as her while children. 1' 
say the Democratic position is against il, nnc 
upon that I plant my foot ; and I say when yot. 
make this an open question, the people of Ken 
lucky will ever be against it. By the Tbir 
tecnth Amendment they rob n? of our interest* 
in slaves, and by the Fourteenth Aniendmcn 
say that neither Congress nor any State shal 
pass an act remunerating us for the loss ol 
slave property, but when il comes to the thiro 
proposition, that says lhat this same nogre 
properly, of which we have been robbed, shall 
now be educated at our expense, I think it b 
going a little too far. [Ureal applause.] 1 
say to-day that the Radical parly, as a party, 
is in favor of mixed schools. They demand 
perfect equality before the law between whiu 
men and negroes. 1 charge it in the face ol 
I my opponent to-day, that in every Southern 
{State where his parly have had sway, the] 
have uniformly altered and amended thosi 
State CjnstitntionS, making the education ol 
the negro an imperative duty of the Slate, ami 
laying the broad platform that there shall hi 
no other than mixed schools; and when the 
I time comes that the Radical parly shall come 
! into power in this State, which God forbid, 
ihcy will insist, no matter how strongly they 
deny it now, that Ihc buck negroes of the 
State shall sit side by side with your daughter 
and thai of your neighbor. Gentlemen, it is 
one thing to allege a thing and another to 
prove it. You all know what North Carolina 
was when she was a Democratic Stiile, and be- 
fore she got into the hands of the carpet-bag- 
gers and scallawags. These Radicals have 
changed her Constitution. ' Yt»u know that 
previous to this there were no mixed schools. 
But now it is different. I will read you the 
second section of the first, article of the Con- 
stitution of North Carolina: 

"The General Assembly, at its first session 
under this Constitution, shall provide by taxa- 
tion and otherwise, for a general and uniform sys- 
tem of public schools, wherein tuition shall lie 
free of charge to all the children of the State, 
between the ages of six and twenty-one.-" 

Again, I read the fourth article of the Con- 
stitution of South Carolina, wbich provides 
that all the public schools, colleges and univer- 
sities of the Slute, supported wholly or partly 
by the State, shall be free and open to all the 
children of the Stale, without regard to race 
or color. 

I now read from the Constitution of Louisi- 
ana: 

"Akt. 135. The General Assmbly shall es- 
tablish at least one free school in every parish 
thtoughoul the State, a-nd shall provide for its 
support by taxation, or otherwise. All chil- 
dren of this Stale between the ages of six (6) 
and twenty-one (2 1 ) shall be admitted to the 
public schools, or their institutions of learning 
sustained or established by the State in com- 
mon, without distinction of race, color or pre- 
vious condition. There shall be no separate 
schools, or institutions o' learning established 
exclusively for any race by the State of Lou- 
isiana. 

"Art. 136. No municipal corporation shall 
make any rules or regulations contrary to the 
spirit and intention of article one hundred and 
thirty-five (135). 

"Akt. 142. A university shall be estab- 
lished and maintained in the city of New Or- 
leans, it shall be conqnsed of a law, a med- 
ical, and a collegiate department, each with 
appropriate faculties. The General Assembly 
shall provide by law for its organization and 
maintenance-, provided, that all departments 
of tbis iu?t itutiou of learning shall be opened 



in common to all students capable of matricu- 
lating. Xo rules or regulations shall be made 
by the trustees, faculties, or other officers of 
said institution of learning, nor shall any law 
be made by the General Assembly, violating 
the letter or spirit of the articles under this 
title. 

To further illustrate the tendency of thi3 
Radical party to negroize the people of Louisi- 
ana, I read tiie thirteenth article of her Bill of 
Rights. 

"Art. 13. All persons shall enjoy equal 
rights and privileges on any conveyance of a 
public character ; and alj places of business or 
of public resort, or for which a license is re- 
quired by either State, parish or municipal au- 
thority, shall he deemed places of a public 
character, and shall be opened to the accom- 
modation and patronage of all persons, without 
distinction or discrimination on account of 
race or color." 

I have no objection, gentlemen, to the taxing 
of the negroes for the education of their chil- 
dren, and the appropriation of ever dollar thus 
raiued sacredly to that purpose, for I am in 
favor of their education ; but I cannot see the 
responsibility of the people of Kentucky to 
educate them, under the peculiar circumstances 
of the case. I exhort the negroes to raise 
money for this purpose ; prepare to be edu- 
cated, and let the money be sacredly set apart 
for the education of your race. But, so help 
me God ! I will never agree, in all time to 
come, that my son or my daughter shall sit in 
a school with negroes — never I [Loud cheer- 
ing.] And I tell you that the only reason the 
Radicals have not laid it down in their plat- 
form is. that they are not in power. Whenever 
they get the reins of power they always give 
it this construction — that the negro is entitled 
to all the rights a while man has. Here in 
Kentucky Ihey are willing to consider the ne- 
grj a voter. In that he is their equal. But 
lh y are not willing yet to consider him their 
equal in office-holding. They failed to confer 
any nominations upon negroes at their Conven- 
tion at Frankfort. 1 had a conversation with 
Col. Buckley the other day, in which he said 
that the negroes did not ask this. They 
wanted only their civil rights, said he. The 
negroes were good enough to vote, but not 
good enough to hold office. When you go be- 
yond the point of voting the negro is not so 
good as he was. But they will come up to 
that after while. 

UOW IS IT IN 80CTH CAROLINA? — NOTED PAX- 
J A Xlllt A MS. 

Lieutenant Governor Robertson is a negro. 
A negro na.ned Wright is a Judge of the Su- 
preme Court of the State. Three fourths of 
her judges »rj negroes. Her Secretary of 
State is a negro, her Attorney General is a 
negro, and she has sent three negroes to Con- 
gress. Lieutenant Governor Dunn, of Lou- 
isiana, is a negro. There they find it neces- 
sary to Hatter the negro and give him positions, 
and Sometimes he gets on top. The result is, 
that the negroes must have part of the offices, 
and whenever the Democracy of Kentucky be- 
come untrue to its principles, and allow this 
Radical parly to take control of your Govern- 
ment, yon will find your judges and your leg- 
islators taken Irom among the negroes because 
the Radical party cannot hold them together 
without giving them part of the offices.

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DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION IN WOODFORD 
COUNTY. 

Pursuant lo an order of the Democratic 
Committee of Woodford, a convention of dcle- 
piles to nominate a candidate for the lower 
branch of the State Legislature was held in 
Veisailles on Saturday, June 17, 1871. tieoige 
W. Itobb, a delegate from the Midway precinct, 
was nominated by J. D. Helm, a delegate from 
the Versailles precinct, and elected Chairman 
of the convention with William S. Colton 
Secretary. A committee of oue from each 
precinct was then appointed on credentials, 
Col. Berry of the Versailles precinct being its 
Chairman. The majority report of the com- 
mittee was adverse lo the admission of the 
Versailles delegates, but no vote was taken on 
that question. Col. L. A. Berry, all the time 
protesting, offered a minority report. 

A motion was then made to lay the majority 
report on the table. 

Upon that question the Chair, of his own 
volition, stated that the Versailles delegates 
could not vote. Xo vote was taken, however. 

1 1 was then moved by J. 1). Helm, and 
seconded, that the minority report on creden- 
tials be adopted. This motion the Chair re- 
fused to put. 

Several motions were offered by delegates 
from the- Versailles precinct, but were all ruled 
out by the Cnair, he deriding that they had no 
voice in (he convention. 

J. D. Helm appealed from t ie i'e i ion of the 
Chair, and the Chair refused to put the ques- 
tion on the appeal. 

A motion was then made by Samuel Shouse 
indj. W. Mastin to refer the matter to the 
people, to be settled by a primary election. 
Mr. Win. Gibson and Win. A. Moore arose and 
inquired of the Chair who were entitled to 
vote upon this motion ; whereupon the Chair 
decided that the delegates from the Versailles 
district were not properly accredited, and were 
not entitled to vpte or act in the convention. 
This motion was not voted upon. 

The majority of the delegates thus excluded, 
reiited fur consultation, and on returning, E. 
K. Thornton moved that the convention pro- 
ceed to ballot, and make a nomination for the 
Legislature. The Chair ruled the motion out 
of order, whereupon Governor T. P. Porter 
was placed in nomination, and received the 
following vote :

Mr. Andrews replied that he had no 
money, not more than enough to pay his toll 
The fellow become enraged at this, and rush- 
ed at Mr. Andrews, striking him upon the 
arm with a club which he carried in his hand 
He then snatched at his watch, and succeeded, 
in carrying it off. Thinking that he had not 
done sufticienl harm, he drew a knife and 
made a cut at his victim, cutting through the 
pants and drawers and grazing the skin. Mr. 
Andrews was very much frightened, and be- 
ing an oid man, seventy-five or eighty years of 
age, was unable to offer much resistance. It 
seems, however, that the horse was restive- 
and the blow of the knife did not fall where 
it was intended. The ruffian then drew a 
pistol, but as he did so, the horse made a 
sudden start.

TEACHERS' INSTITUTES— LETTER FROM 
HON. Z. F. SMITH. SUPERINTENDENT 
OF' PUBLIC INSTBUCTION. 

State or Kentucky, 
Office Sip't of Public Instruction, 
Frankfort, June 19, 1871 

Messrs. Editors : 

Permit me, through your columns, to make 
a last and urgent appeal to the School Com- 
missioners and interested friends of common 
schools in the various counties of ihe State 
to make immediate arrangements for holding 
Teachers' Institutes during the months of July 
and August. This duty is clearly and impera- 
tively enjoined by the law, while the necessi- 
ties of popular education in our State make it 
important, if not indispensible, that these In- 
stitutes should be held, annually, without fail- 
ure. 

The Commissioner of a county cannot omit 
or neglect this duty without great injury and 
inj net ice to the interests intrusted to discharge; 
and a good Institute, once held and conducted 
by able and experienced teachers in a county, 
will demonstrate their utility and necessity for 
the future. 

I will engage to supply a competent and ex- 
perienced teacher, weil provided with maps, 
charts, apparatus, and all instruments and 
means of illustrating and demonstrating the 
science of teaching, to any School Commis- 
sioner who will apply ; and arrangements have 
been made with Professor P. A. Towne, of 
Louisville, Ky., assisted by Professor J. li. 
Reynolds, Principal of the Third Ward School, 
and Professor Hiram Roberts, Principal of the 
Normal Training School, of Louisville, to do 
the same. 

Let the response be prompt, and from every 
unprovided county. I call attention to the 
following suggestions, of a most practical 
character, just published, from the able pen 
of Professor Reynolds.

TEACHERS' INSTITUTES. 

The season is rapidly approaching when 
teachers ought carefully to review their work, 
form plans for thecouiing year, and pay special 
attention to their owe professional improve- 
ment. Nowhere else can this be so thoroughly 
done as at the Teachers' Institute. A stand- 
ard i3 there set up by which work of past 
days may be measured, future work estimated 
and prepared for. It is therefore proper for 
teachers to look forward to their County In- 
stitute with considerable interest, and Commis- 
sioners should be maturing their plans so as to 
obtain the best possible results in a given 
time. The following suggestions are made for 
the purpose of directing nttenlion to this mat- 
ter and assisting all concerned to look over 
this field in advance : 

That Institutes are feasible, and in the ab- 
sence of normal schools very desirable, are 
assumed as postulates ; the points now to be 
considered are when and how they shall be 
held. As there are seven weeks vacation after 
the fourth of July, so there may bo seven 
weeks of Institute work, and the State might 
be divided into Institute districts, so that those 
instructors, and they are few enough, who are 
willing to devote their time to this work, may 
be continuously employid. In some counties 
the Institutes should begin early in July, in 
others one week later, and so on, no two adja- 
cent counties having them at the same time. 
The advantages of such an arrangement are 
very manifest; and that there shall be no 
clashing of dates, the State Superintendent 
ought to arrange the lime-table for the County 
Commissioners, It is of the utmost importance, 
nay, absolutely essential to complete success, 
that the Commissioners and the (Superintendent 
be in perfect accord as to dates ; for he may be 
able lo send just stu b help as is needed, and 
personally to nssist if he can arrange the time. 
Vet the Cjunty Commissioner should consider 
himself responsible for the organization of the 
Institute, no matter whence the help conies. 

The time of holding the Institute having 
been definitely fixed, a programme should be 
prepared without delay, to that changes which 
are unavoidable may be made without derang- 
ing plans. The Commissioner should distinctly 
impress upon his most reliable teachers that 
tho Institute is for class exercise, to show 
methods of teaching, not at nil for recitation 
display ; and w hile every teacher should pre- 
pare plans lor teaching, no class should prepare 
a lesson to be recited. With this view he 
should select some teacher of the place for 
class-manager, whose sole duty should be to 
furnish classes of such average age and ad- 
vancement as might be required lor the pur- 
puses of the Institute. Four classes of six or 
eight pupils each would be sufficient ; their 
averages of age being respectively seven, ten, 
twelve, and fourteen. These classes ought lo 
be available on very short notice; but that 
they might be more reliable the class-manager 
ought to be notified when classes would be 
needed, and the age or advancement desired by 
those teachers to whom model class-drills have 
been assigned. Eacli teacher expected to con- 
duct a class-drill in any branch should be noti- 
fied of the topic at the earliest possible moment, 
not less than two weeks before institute-week, 
so that the plan of his lesson may not be crude, 
hastily snatched up, hut well prepared, worked 
out in the school-room, and clearly presented. 
That these plans should be most profitably con- 
sidered by the members of the Institute, a sys- 
tematic discussion of their merits or demerits 
should immediately follow, and persons should 
be selected to begin these discussions of method, 
who would be prompt to notice every point, 
both good aud bad, and who could readily 
refer n method to such principles of mental 
science as had been previou.-ly taught, or as 
are well understood. All criticism to be bene- 
ficial must be honest and friendly. Much 
prominence ought to be given to instruction 
in the laws of mental action, and it will be 
far more difficult to obtain a competent in- 
structor in this branch than in any other. Iu 
m my instances the task will devolve entirely 
upon the Commissioner himself, and happy will 
it be if he is thoroughly competent; for in a 
clear understanding of the philosophy of in- 
struction lies the genu of improvement of the 
members of the Institute. 

Good instructors in arithmetic, geography, 
penmanship, and reading, can generally be ob- 
tained, and the teachers should daily receive 
progressive lessons in these branches; but 
every lesson given ought to illustrate the best 
methods of teaching in the advanced grades. 

The day should be divided into half-hour 
intervals, with intermissions and recesses at 
appropriate times. There should be opening 
exercises at 8:30, sharp, every morning, and a 
roll carefully kept with all tardinesses and ab- 
sences plainly shown. An earnest Commis- 
sioner can, by using the means at his command, 
succeed in inducing the majority of his teach- 
ers to be punctual, aud to take pleasure in the 
performance of their assigned duties. Subjects 
for essays should be given to those teachers 
who are not charged with instruction lessons; 
committees appointed to prepare reports on 
ditlerent topics, and provision made for dis- 
cussion of such reports. If good teachers of 
gymnastics and elocution can be secured, tbey 
will pay for themselves by the increased at- 
tendance, and by an exhibition at the close of 
the session, at which might be presented such 
histrionic and gymnastic exercises, interspersed 
with music, as should be thought acceptable. 
The social character of the Institute should be 
kept in mind by the man: gers. The different 
professional men of the county ought to be in- 
vited to participate in the daily exercises, and 
to contribute to the evening entertainments by 
lectures upon educational or scientific topics ; 
and as far as possible, the citizens should be 
solicited to pledge iu advance their hospitality 
to those coming from a distance ; the courtesy 
of radiating lines of railroads should also be 
secured. Committees should be appointed by 
the Commissioner to perfect these arrangements, 
and to welcome strangers, and direct or take 
them to pleasant stopping-places immediately 
upon arrival. 

As to funds, for some will be needed, if the 
County Commissioners will make an appropria- 
tion, all right ; the membership fee can be 
placed at a lower figure. If no appropriation 
be made, the teachers attending the Institute 
ought each one to pay a fee ; say one and a 
half to two dollars for ladies, and two to three 
dollars for gentlemen. The money so invest- 



ed in an institute of this kind will yield fab- 
ulous returns; perhaps a thousand per cent, in 
the course of a year. Let all go to work with 
a will, teachers and Commissioners, and it will 
be impossible to estimate the good results 
which will surely follow a universal, energetic 
effort for professional improvement. "Onward, 
let the watchword be."

BP^Farmers are apt to feed too much corn 
to their hogs, and then complain because they 
rarely, if ever, get price enough for their hogs 
at kiiling time from the buyers, and say that it 
costs so much to fatten them, that hog raising 
is unprofitable. If they will feed more grass 
and less corn ihey will find it an improvement 
that will add to the profits. Feeding stock 
wilh grass or other green fodder while it is 
kept up, is coming rapidly into practice, espe- 
cially in towns where pasturage is inconvenient, 
and among dairymen, and orchard grass is pro- 
nounced one of the best things to raise for the 
purpose. The seed is not generally for sale at 
stores, but dealers would obtain it if the de- 
mand should require it. It yields bountifully, 
makes good hay, and is easily cultivated, but 
should be sown thickly as it has a tendency to 
grow in bunches. 

Antidote rou Poison. — A farmer writes 
thu9: "It is now over twenty years since I 
learned that sweet oil would cure the bile of a 
rattlesnake, not knowing it would cure other 
kinds of poisou. Practice, observation, and 
experience have taught me that it will cure 
poison of any kind, both on man and beast. 
To cure ahorse, it requires eight times as much 
as for a man. One of the most extreme cases 
of snake bites occurred eleven years ago. It 
Had been thirty days standing, and the 
patient had been given up by his physician. 
I gave him a spoonful of the oil, which 
effected a cure. It will cure bloat in cattle by 
fresh clover. It will cure the sting of bees, 
spiders, or other insects, and persons who have 
been poisoucd by a low running vine called 
ivy." — Cleveland Banner. 

(QyCarbolic acid is highly recommended to 
destroy the worm in peach trees, and also to 
drive off the codling moth, tent caterpillars, 
and other pests of the apple orchard. The 
carbolic acid Is mixed with soft soap, made 
thin enough to work well, with kitchen or 
house slops, and applied to the trees with a 
brush. A dime's worth of the liquid acid 
will be enough for a dozen trees when well 
stirred in with soft soap and water. A little 
fresh Jime would doubtless also be an advan- 
tage.
